The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 1, line 6, "having the at least one ligand therein" is deleted. 

Claim 19, line 1, "A" is replaced with -An amplification-. 

Claim 19, line 6, "an amplification mechanism comprising" is replaced with - 
wherein the particles are positioned within—. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior arts 
fail to teach a ligand detection device comprising a plurality of particles having at least 
one receptor attached therein, wherein said particles are positioned and movable within 
an amount of liquid crystalline material.
